APPEALS TO BRITISH 
TO SAVE FIRST FOLIOS 


Sir Sidney Lee Says American Col- 
lectors Threaten England’s 
Dwindling Shakespeariana.

, LONDON, Jan. 22:—In his Presidential 
address to the Sunday Shakespeare’ So- 
clety” yesterday. Sir Sidney Lee pleaded 
for the retention in England of the 
remaining copies of Shakespeare . First 
Felio of 1623. He showed how they 
were steadily going to America and 
declared, 'that what was happéning “was 
scarcely to the credit of the rich mén 
of this country: 

Since 1899, when an Engfish connois- 


seur gave £1, 700 ‘for a.copy, he said, 
American oyeien had . stimulated 











the price. in 1905 an American paid 
£7, for a copy, and last May the 
Baroness Burdett-Coutts’s co: fetched 

and was taken to New York. All 


copies in private ownership in this coun- 
try, he said were in peril of being sold 
out of England; only the copies .in great 
public libraries here were réally safe. 

Sir Sidney .estimated that of the 170 
copies of which he knew ‘in 1906, 112 
were then in the United'Kingdom, 62 
in America, 3.in the British colonies and 
3 in Continental libraries At that time 
there were 82 in private-hands in this 
country. and 43 in private hands in 
Amefica. Now the proportion was re- 
versed. There was one collector in 
America who nad developed a most ex- 
traordinary passion for First . Folios: 
This man, Mr. Folger, who e.distin the 
Burdett-Coutts copy, had the distinction 
of possessing thirty-five copies, 

*“T wrote to him a few B Meg ago,”’ 

said Sir Sidney, ‘‘ asking him particu- 
lars about one of his copies.'. He replied 
that his books were In packing cases in 
his céllar, and that there was not much 
likelihood of their being quickly re- 
leased. He seemed to think First Paltos 
ought. to be put in bins in cellars, like 
first vintages, I hope, now that er- 
ica has gone dry, other American col- 
lectors* will not attempt to fill their 
empty bins with First Folfos.’’ 
\ Sir Sidney remarked that English mifl> 
\lionaires: who sharéd his views must 
bestir thembelves,. otherwise’ there was 
a likiihood ‘of the British privately 
owned copies: making tracks for Amuvr- 
ica and aps finding an asylum in 
an American cellar.

FOOLISH AND INEXCUSABLE. 

If an athendment offered to the War 
Department Appropriation bill in the 
House by Mr. DicKINnson of Iowa be- 
comes law, army officers on the retired 
list who are employed by a concern 
that*sells any article to the United 
States will lose their retired pay.. The 
amendment, which was aimed at 
Major Gen. J. G. Harsorp, lately As- 
sistant Chief of Staff, reads_as Seca 
lows: 

None of the funds appropriated in 
this act shall be used for payment of 
any officer of the army on the active 
or retired list while such officer is 
engaged in the business of selling 
supplies or services to the United 
States or ‘is. employed by any indi- 
vidual, partnership~™ or ‘corporation 
which engages in such business. 
If a retired officer were working as 
a bookkeeper for an inyentor who sold 
an improved. machine gun to the 
Government, or for a firm that. sold 
to it any other indispensable weapon, 
munition or article, the War Depart- 
ment would have to stop his pay 

s 

check under the terms of: this legia- 
lation. It might be shoe polish, whisk- 
brooms, soap.or toweling that would 
set this drasti¢ law in motion against 
retired army officers. The Govern- 
ment in conducting its various depart- 
ments and the military services uses 
most of the things that are manufac- 
tured in this country and many im- 
ported goods. Retired officers with 
large. families who could not make 
both ends meet on the pay of their 
rank would have to be wary’ in select- 
ing employment to escape‘the penalty 
imposed by Mr. DICKINSON’s amend- 
ment. To be on the safe side, it 
would be necessary to keep away from 
commercial pursuits altogether. . In 
fact, it would: be difficult to make any 
business connection that was. above 
suspicion. 

In introducing his loasely drawn 
amendment Mr. DicKINson referred to 
the eggagement of General HARBORD 
by the.

More: North ‘and South: Avenues edit 
Small ‘Parks to Relieve Congestion. 
To the Edjtor of The New York Times: > . 

In -the early days of New York. there 
existed three modes of travel—walking, 
the use of- horses and the use of the sur~ 
rounding water. In’ the availability’ oft 
water travel-Jay the original and out- 
standing reason ‘for the rapid. growth of 
New York, as compared with villages 
not so favored* Hence it was. natural 
that the early city planners laid\ out 
the future city in a manner to provide 
the ‘most, ready access to the. rivers on 
the east and west by. placing the east 
and ‘west streets very close together. 
As there was little north and south 
travel in those days, when. business 
activity lay on the “water . fronts, the. 
streets running ‘north and soutlt were 
placed far apart. 

‘Now, the vast -bulk pf the travel in 
Manhattan is north and south; but. the 
scarcity of north and’ south streets re- 
mains.- Many - years ago ..Lexington. 
Avenue wag. placed as an intermediary 
between Third and Fourth Avenues and 
Madison. Avenue- was placéd between 
Fourth and Fifth Avenues. The success 
of these two additional streets ‘should 
point the way to the opening ‘of others 
further west. The expense of condemn- 
ing the necessary ‘property and destroy- 
ing modern buildings’ wil] be “much 


.| greater than if done years ago, but to 


compensate, the, increase in tax. valua- 
tions will .be ‘correspondingly . greater 
than it. ‘would have “been yéars ago. 
A brief analysis will indicate that, 
financially speaking, there will be little 
strain on the city’s ‘resources. 

Prevent the increase in congestion. 
Condemn and recapture, whenever pos- 
sible, blocks or large plots in congested 
areas and convert them into small! parks. 
Here again-the increase in assessed val- 
uations of the surrdunding land would 
reimburse the city. The. site.of the 
Equitable Building may ‘illustrate: 
When the old building was burned, that 
block could have been ° condemned for 
perhaps $10;000,000, constituting one. of 
the highest priced plots in existence. If 
@ park had>been: placed there instead 
of a thirty-three story building, the 
value of the surrounding Property, sep- 
arated on three sides by very narrow 
streets, would ‘have been enhanced by 
fully this amount, reimbursing the ‘city. 
treasury, relieving congestion and om 
erally benefiting the city. 

To secure the greatest flow of traffic 
through. a given street or sidewalk, ob- 
viously remove confusion. .In the ‘case 
of pedestrians, train them to walk to 
the .right, not all over the place, At 
important intersections, create two 
levels, one raiséd andthe other de- 
pressed, so that traffic flows past this 
point freely.

would. The question of denying one or 
three students admission to freshman 
dormitories may, in itself, appear trivial; 
but the fundamental rintiple at the 
base of this discussipn has been the 
cause of crumbled. kingdoms and deso- 
lated: lands. :

As to the high-minded attitude of our 
army on the Rhine, so poetically 
phrased by Katherine Mayo, ‘let the 
facts speak for themselves. In the’ first 
place, our influence on any and all in- 
terallied' commissions, military or ‘po- 
litical, has been nominal. The Coblenz 
army had little regdrd for the French; 
they’ were almost ‘hostile toward the 
French officers and’ men of: ‘the Mainz 
area. ‘They were very partial to the 
German population among whom they 
were quartered, as is plainly évidenced 
‘by thd- extremely fNendly terms on 
which they lived together and by the 
great number of marriages of American }- 
soldiers to German giris. The Ameg- 
cans and the Germans fraternized. That 
is the word. And they did sco not only }- 
because. they got. on well with, the Ger- 
mans‘ and liked them, but because of. 
their dislike of the French. With the 
British of. the Kéin Brea there “Wasa 
friendly rivalry in matters rtaining to 
‘the service and -in polo-playing ability, 
But there was not the. same’ expansive-.

NEW. CONSERVATION PLAN. 


Smithsonian Institution Issues Hand- 
book for Use in Schools. 





A step in conserving the nation’s nat- |, 


ural resources has been taken in the 
preparation of .an educational . hand- 
book ‘of the resources of Pennsylvania 
for use in the ‘schools by the Smith- 
sonian. Institution, to carry out its pur- 
pose of the ‘‘ increase and diffusion of 
knowledge among men. ** ‘The book gives 
causes of waste and how to stop it, and 
future problems in connection with the 
conservation of. resources. 

Perhaps the most’ striking illustration 
given of the value of conservation 
methods is the matter of coke ovens. 
In the beehiv ovns the coal is partly 
burned and the smoke passes off through 
an opening in the top.of the oven, leav- 
ing as the only residue the coke. In thé 
by-product coke ovens coke of equal 
quality is produced and the gases 
evolved from fhe distillation of the coal 
are Withdrawn and saved. These gases 
produce coal tar,: from which! may be 
derived dyes, perfumes, medicines, pre-
